The 
New Jersey station was trying to 
get word to the traveling family 
that the wife's mother had died. 
The family was headed for Hickory, 


Bob called the N.C. Highway 
Patrol and passed the information. 
The Patrol requested that the infor- 
mation be passed to the New Jersey 
Patrol to be fed into a computer 
linking many states. It was ex- 
plained that the computer would 


then feed the information only to 


police networks in those areas in 


which the information would be of use. 
The computer fed stations along 
I-40 west of Hickory. 

A Patrol spokesman explained to 
Bob that this procedure allows in- 
formation to go to the places it 
will do the most good. It also al- 
lows police involved in the opera- 


tion to return information to one 


source and to go to that source for 
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"This is helpful information for 


all hams," Bob said, "because soon- 
er or later other hams are going to 
get such requests.” 

We don't know how the story ended. 
This was the part hams of the Caroli- 


na Net played in it.

This means any 
former Novice whose license expired 
after May 15, 1977 can submit a 
Form 610 on or after May 15, 1978 
but within one year of his original 
expiration date, when the new pro- 
visions become effective, and regain 
his license for a full five years, 


without taking an exam. 


Present Novice license holders 
must realize the new five-year Novice 
license terms are not retroactive. 
Their licenses still expire in two 
years on the expiration date they 
bear and must be renewed with a 
Form 610. 

Alien amateurs seeking permission 
to operate in the U.S. should now 
send their Form 610-A applications 
direct to Gettysburg (FCC, Box 1020, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325) instead of 
Washington. 

ARRL's equipment insurance pro- 
gram has generally been well re- 
ceived. Policy issuance has been 
slow, but applicants are assured 
that they have been covered anyway. 

FCC does not want to hear from 


you if it has been less than three 

months for you to get a new/renewal 
or upgraded amateur license due to 

their current backlog. 

The ARRL 1978-79 Amateur Repeater 
Directory is now available from 
ARRL headquarters for a 54 cents, 

6" by 9" SASE. 

A just-released 20-month study by 
the FCC's Personal Radio Planning 
Group concludes that 220-225 mHz 


and 900 mHz land mobile reserve 
bands are the best spots for a new 
CB service. Economics, performance,

Siderations all lean toward 220 mHz.

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PROJECT OUTBLOW

Let me tell you about PROJECT OUTBLOW. I was there. It all began during 


the last war. That is, the last war that we intended to win. Anyway, a 


small, elite (in our opinion at least) team had been selected to do some- 


thing about the shortage of communications experts in the military. We 


did our thing for a considerable period of time before concluding that 


the best idea we had was to do something to entice more Amateur radio 


operators to enlist. This was no easy thing to do, as we recognized, 


because amateur operators, like any other people, were quite reluctant to 


be singled out as having not done their share. It followed that most of 


them were already in the services, albeit not necessarily in communications. 


So we initiated PROJECT OUTBLOW. 


PROJECT OUTBLOW got its name for one simple reason: it had absolutely 
nothing to do with the business at hand. This was in line with the 
current thinking that anything that would confuee the enemy, no matter 
how silly or inane, was desirable. There were plenty of other names 
that fell into this same category but they were rejected for various 
reasons. PROJECT INSUCK, for exapmle, was considered to lack refinement; 
and PROJECT OVERLORD, which we liked very much, had already been spoken 
for by a five star general. The purpose of the project was recruitment; 
Some 200 of the country's leading ham operators would be pressed into 
service to recruit other hams into the military. Prizes were to be 
offered to the recruiter producing the most enlistments. Realizing 
the extraordinarily tough assignment given them, the following prizes 
were to be given to the winners: 

First prize was to be two minutes of absalute silence on the 40 meter 
band, at a time and frequency to be determined jointly by the FCC and 
ourselves, to allow the winner to tune up his rig and call to his heart's 


content without some alligator in New J&rsey or other place of unrefinement 


stepping on his signal just as he was making contact. More about first 
prize later. 

Second prize was to be 100 feet of RG=8 coaxial cable. This presented 
some problems, none of them insurmountable. We would have to go through 
the usual military procurement channels, then call for bids. When the 
bids were all in, we would yeject them all (wrong color) and go out and 
negotiate directly with the manufacturer, which we felt was the way all 
military procurement should be haddled anyway. When all the bothersome 
details were behind us, we would have 100 feet of cable, coaxial, RG=8, 
white, for the unbelievably low price of $14,402.00. Easy. You just 
had to know your way around in military procurement. 

Third prize was to be one week at the hotel of your choice in Macon, 


Georgia. 


Fourth prize was to be two weeks at the hotel of your choice in 


Macon, Georgia. 


It pains me to have to report that PROJECT OUTBLOW died a=borning. It 
never got off the ground, as we used to say in the chairborne corps. As 

it turned out, the second, third and fourth prizes vere eaeite obtained, 
but that first prize was a doozie. In order to determine the cost of clearing 
out a part of the band for the winner, we got the FCC to do a survey for 
us. Using some 400 members of their staff (rember there were very few 
computers then) they reported that the logical time for the sélent period 
was at 8:00 PM EST on Saturday, and that the logical frequency was between 
7.24 and 7.26 Mgh. By using their monitoring equipment they were also 
able to determine that at least 12,319 hams used that frequency spread 

on any given Saturday night, all of them between 8:00 PM and 8:@ PM. 

The problem facing us then was how to get12,319 hams to shut the hell up 


as a service to their country. 


Never let it be said that we gave up without a fight. We really barnstormed 
that problem because it was the key to success for PROJECT OUTBLOW. We 
tried everything. We thought of sending out letters to all the hams in the 
country asking them to please not use that segment of forty meters for two 
minutes on Saturday night, bbt thought better of it when we discovered that 
there was no way we could be assured that everyone would bet the letter. 
Consideration was given to having the FCC order the hams off the air for 

two minutes, but we kept coming back to the probability that they could 

not enforce such an order. We even went so far as to consider cotacting 

the underworld to secure the services of enough "hit men'' to go out and 
physically keep the hams off the air. The best offer we *could get from them 
was a cash payment of $4,000,000.00 in small bills to be delivered at a 

time and place to be determined by them, plus the services of one Supreme 


Caurt justice for one year. 


I still think we could have made it work had it not been for one ham in 
fhe Bronx. This particular fellow (we'll call him Sam) insisted on his 
right to use 999 watts to talk to his brother-in-law in New Jersey at 
8:00 PM every Saturday night. The fact that it was a 20 cent call on 
the land line from The Bronx to Jersey was immaterial. Sam announced that 
if we proceeded with our plan he would put the whole thing in federal 
court and was prepared to spend $100,000.00 to prove his point. So, 
faced with the possibility that even if we used the "hit men" theee 

may still be an inditdidual or two who would talk on 40 meters at 8:00PM 
on Saturday with his dying breath, we admitted defeat and scrubbed the 
project. Gloom was everywhere, and I'm not sure we ever completely 


recovered until years later. 


The thing that really hurt was that we got word a few weeks later that 

a certain countyy in eastern Europe had copied our idea and made it work. 

For them, buying two minutes of silence consisted hf having an announcer 

come on the air at periodic intervals prior to the predetermined silent 
period and state that anyone using the frequency during the silent period 
would be tracked down and shot. Period. Of course, the third aad fourth prize 
winners did not have to go to Macon, Georgia because the prize committee 

did not have Richard Russell calling the shots for them. Hopefully, they 


earned some free time in a place nearer to home. 


There's a moral to this story: In a democracy, silence is golden. In fact, 
you can't buy it at any price if a citizen-taxpayer makes up his mind that 


hé's going to be heard. 


And that, dear friend, is why I am proud to be an American.

Corns' Corner 
FREQUENCY MEASURING 
BY 
BOB CORNS, K4MC 

Not too many ideas or much news about 
nets at the moment, so | thought | would talk 
about something else. 

| just finished measuring WIAW's FMT. 
That's frequency measuring test in case you 
haven't run into it before. 

There are a couple hundred amateurs 
who regularly measure the test frequencies 
to a few cycles or parts of a cycle. There is 


quite a bit of competition and work to get into 


that area where you can argue with the umpire's 


readings. The umpire is a commercial frequency 


measuring company. 


| find it much better, from a practical sense, 


to check the frequency with my receiver. Let 
the receiver run for an hour ahead of time so it 
is warmed up and more stable. Check the cal- 
ibrator with WWV. Check the receiver track- 


ing between calibration signals. 


When results are run by WIAW bulletin 
or printed in QST a couple of months later, 
| find from frequency tests I've run my old 
receiver is still doing a pretty good job. | 
also know what the receiver will do. The 
calibrate signal stays fairly close to where 
it belongs. 

If your hearing is average, you should 
be able to zero beat your calibration rock 
to WWV to within 25 cycles, to zero beat the 
received signal to less than 25 cycles. If your 
dial can be read, interpolated or what not to 
within 100 cycles, then you should be able 
to give frequency readings to better than 
150 cycles. 

A trick is to zero beat WWV tuning down 
in frequency, then zero beat the received 
signal tuning up in frequency. The errors 
tend to cancel. This will give you an ac- 
curacy of 100 plus cycles. 

Interested? The next FMT is three months 
away. Check the July/August issue of QST 
for details of approximate frequencies and 


times. 


HOW TAR HEEL HAMS GOT THEIR
